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The Cuban government has 
.invited American news organ- 
, izations to send reporters to 
Cuba to cover the 26th of July 
- -celebration. 

Premier Fidel Castro him- 
self signed the cabled invita- 
tions, which said the reporters 
could come as guests of the 
Cuban government or under 
“other arrangements.” 

The welcoming of United 
States journalists to Cuba rep- 
resents a sharp departure 
from past Cuban policy of 
keeping all but a favored few 
out. 

The move is apparently part 
of Castro’s newly launched 
campaign for normal relations 
with the United States and 
the Organization of American 
States.
